LTm. McRAE 

New Song-Book Inscribed to 
Soldier-Singer 

One of the 'features of the new. McGill 
Song-Book, which is to be placed on 
sale next Monday, is its d«dication-pagc. 

Thé Song-Book Committee could think 
of no more fitting person to whom this 
compilation of the songs of Old McGill 
might be dedicated than the immortal 
soldier-singer of McGill-at-War, the 
late Lieutenant-Colonel John McRac, 
who sticcumbed to pneumonia while on 
active, service on the 28th of January, 
1918. Lt-Col McRac went overseas with 
the McGill Hospital Unit, leaving his 
position of assistant-professor of Patho- 
logy and the promise af a most brillant 
career. He was later transferred to the 
Imperial forces. 

His poems cannot be said to bulk large 
in the literature of the great war, but 
there is one bright-burning spark of his 
poetic soul that can never grow dim, and 
that is his, "In Flanders* Fields". For 
this short, stirring, clarion-call alone he 
merited the right to be numbered perhaps 
with John Masefield and Rupert Broc- 
kes, as a companion of their genius. 

"In Flanders' Fields" has been set to 
mu.sic on more than one occasion, nota- 
bly by Captain John Philip Sousa of the 
.American Arm. 

In none of these setting, however, is 
the music really in keeping with the 
flowing lyric spirit d fthc poem itself. 
Mr. Harold Hustacc Key, the organiist of 
the Emmanuel Congregational Church, 
consequently composed a new setting 
specially for the McGilj Song-Book. Mr. 
Key has rendered invaluable \vork to tlie 
Song-Book, throughout the summer 
months. His merit .should be appreciated 
by this time, as the "Founder's Festival", 
which was sung by the choir in the 
Royal Victoria College yesterday after- 
noon, ws^ composed by him.

NEW COURSE 
OF LECTURE 
ON POLITICS 



The. course 'to be given on politics, 
which has been announced by the 
university, promises to be of unusual 
interest to both students and the citi- 
zens in general. The lecturers who 
have been chosen to give the course 
arc Warwicfl Chipman, K.C., and 
Francis Hankin, both of whom have 
■spent much of their time during the 
past few years dealing with problems 
of reconstruction. 

. reeling that a course along the 
lines of the .one recently announced 
was badly needed, the two men who 
are 'to give the course approached Sir 
Arthur Curnie and sugigcsted that a 
scries of addresses should be given 
under the auspices of the university. 
The Principal immediately 'fell in with 
the idea proposed and asked t'hc two 
gentlemen if they would consider giv- 
ing the lectures on the subject of so 
great interest to them. Francis Han- 
kin is a graduate of the Law school 
last year and is a keen business man 
who will be able to deliver an easily 
understood and pleasing set of ad- 
dresses. Warwick Chipman, K.C., is 
already well known as a lirominènt 
lawyer and lecturer in the McGill Law 
School and much interest is being 
taken in the opening lecture to be 
given b}' him. 

The course will deal with the genera! 
ideas at the bottom of politics and will 
attempt to give those attending it a suf- 
ficient knowledge of political theories to 
enable them to follow any political dis- 
cussions in an intelligent manner.' The 
theories underlying democracy and dem- 
ocratic liberty will receive much attention 
in the first lectures with the application 
of these theories to our own particular 
government. 

Constitutional questions involving lihe 
powers of the Dominion and Provincial 
governments and the conflict of powers 
as a result of the form in which the 
British North America Act is drafted, 
will be discus.sed, while the position of 
the pa.rliamcnt and cabinet as^lâw mak- 
ing bodies also forms part of the general 
outline of the course. 

Spcciific problems o£ the Dominion 
and Provincial gm'ernments in relation 
to economic and other important ques- 
tion will be dealt with, while the govern- 
ment of industry and the tariff will re- 
ceive the attention the deserve as isome of 
the most pirtssing questions of the day. 
At the same time the cver< interesting to- 
pic of government ownership will be 
considered with the consequent train of 
interesting questions concerning govern- 
ment interference in private industry, re- 
venue, and taxation. ]

FLAG STAFF TO 
BEJDEDICATED 

Sir Arthur Currie Will Dedi- 
cate New Memorial Flag 
Staff Before Sports 

Next Friday afternoon before 
sports, Sir Arthur Currie will dedir 
cate a memorial flag-staflF to the Mc- 
Gill Seige Battery. After permission 
was received from the University, aii- 
thorities to erect a memorial in the 
southwest corner of the Stadium, the 
base was desjgped by pne of the men 
who enlisted in the original draft, and 
paid for by subscription from the 
relatives and friends of 'the men -wlio 
enlisted in the unit. The base- of the 
staff consists of two octagonal granite 
steps on each "side of which is carved 
the name of one of t|ie men who fell 
doing his duty in France. Tiliis base 
is surmounted by a bronze casting 
engraved with the name of htc unit 
and a suitable epitaph, on top of which 
is a high flagrstaff. The unit being 
composed almost entirely of McGill 
men, was recruited ?t the ncd of the 
college .session in 1917 and went to 
England in June of the same year. 
While in England it was reorganized 
as the 10th Canadian S;iege Battery 
and -went to France as such under the 
command of Major Stopford Brunton. 
The unit went through the battles of 
Amiens, Arras, Cambrai, and also 
with the heavy artillery at Mons. 
While still in France the unit was 
demobilized with a list of sixteen fatal 
casualties.

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The graduates' Re-union Committee

today. 

Registration of graduates will take 
place in Strathcona Hall and will be 
by faculties. There will be a 'booth 
for each faculty. The duties af the 
men registering tlie graduates are to 
fill out the names of the graduates 
and fîll out the \'arious questions 
which are furnished on the cards. The 
remarks column, u'hich refers to what 
ever information the^graduate désirés 
to give which will énabic his class- 
mates to got in touch with him more 
easily or information as to what mem- 
bers of his family are with hhn at 
the Re-union, should also be filled out.

Iviurs of needless worry and and depres- 
sion -in the lives of millions. No longer 
either in war or peace can this tremen- 
dous loss of man-power be afforded. 

For the nation its outcome means in 
the long run, a people virile and strong 
and sel'f-controlled or a people weak and 
degenerate. It must be faced courage- 
ously ;' but it must be handled carfully, 
tactfully, and with saving common sense. 
It need the co-operation and wisdom of 
the nation's teachers working patiently 
and intelligently for its right solution. 

A nation-wide campaign i. iiow on 
foot for the purpose of educating the 
men and women of Canada with the true 
facts concerning this impending menace. 
Those who arc carrying this campai.gn 
are without doubt prompted hy the high- 
est motives, and thcV work is a manifes- 
tation of true p.ntriotism which should 
not be allowed to pass unoticcd by the 
people of Canada, amonsfst whom the 
students of McGill University arc an ex- 
tremely influential Ijody, in as much as 
they are the leaders of to-morrow. 

Now, in order that the efforts of tiicsc 
n.en shall be succe:sfu1, i: is highly nf.:- 
coscary that tliey should re-î\-.' th',- fu",!

adians. A man's first dirty towards co- 
operation is thrft he should first of all 
cquop himself with a wnowledge of the 
in'sidious dangers of these social diseases 
and thereby safeguard himself against 
the possibility of contracting them in 
any 'form whatever, by the exercising of 
comnk>n-sensc and moral <'£Cnse.

■sclf and furthermore, to do his bc-t to 
dis'icniinatc it amongst his friends who 
are Icm fortimatc in their kr-oviiledge. 

Therefore, let us presume that every 
student now at McG»U ks sufifîckntly 
broad-miudtfd to realize that this part o 
his education is e<|ua!ly as important to 
him as the actual work he is engaged in, 
for it is obvious that without a safe- 
guard against the rsocial evil there is a 
great danger that his many years at 
college will be fruitless as a result of 
inefficiency brought on by venereal di- 
sease. OSS of efficiency constitutes * a 
loss of U;cfulness, nnd los.s of useful- 
ness is both a national and pfrsonal di- 
saster. 

With tins realization in view every 
mail owes it to botli himself and his fam- 
'ily and his country to avail himself of 
this opportunity to become educated 
along those lines and thereby safeguard 
himself and his descendants from a 
world-wide curse. An opportunity of this 
natape very seldom presents itself. • and 
tlKse who avail tliomselvcs of it will be 
amply repaid.

SIR ARTHUR CURRIE'S 

MESSAG E IMPRESSIVE 

Convocation Address Drew Long Applause — Principal's 
Idea of Education Pleased Audience — Founder's Day 
Celebrated by Introduction of "The Founder's Festi- 
val" — Degrees Conferred. 



By far the most important part of the 
Convocation held in R. V. C, yesterday 
afternoon to mark founder's Day was 
the address by Sir Arthur Currlc. 

It seems strangely coincident tlial the 
material of the Princial's message, his 
arrangcineiit of it and the occasion of 
its delivery should be so strongly remi- 
niscent of the content, style and circnm- 
stances of Sir William Osier's workl- 
famons papers delivered during his term 
at John Hopkins and afterwards. One 
could not help being struck vcrj- forcibly 
by the similarity between the views of 
human uscluliicss and education held hy 
these two great sons of McGill: their 
opl'imi'sm, their practical idealism, Ihcir 
actual, living personification of the ideals 
^thcy «o sincerly teach arc remarkably 
parallel. Hut it is not the fact that tlicy 
should be similar that makes them re- 
markable: it is the fact that their arc 
messages which, though actually deliver- 
ed before a few, a very few people, all 
more or less of one type, arc of univer- 
sal .scope, are destines to reach far 
greater publics through the prcs« than 
it would be possible for fhetn to reach 
as spoken addresses, and contain inspira- 
tional values tliat caimot be overestim- 
ated. 

In this degree chiefly do they differ: 
TlMt Sir William Osier's thoughts arc 
directed mainly towards one profession, 
and all Itis conclusions point towards 
this end; whereas Sir Arthur Currie's 
philosophy of cducntion, liis concept of 
citizenship, of true manliness, nf wortli 
in life are aimed at uiuvor>ily culture a= 
a whole; and arc now in process of ac- 
tive and tel'ling application at McGill. 
All about us we see the touch of our 
Principal'-s vision translated info action, 
and McGill is certainly not suffering 
for having a common-sense, matter-of- 
fact, idealist at the head of her destinies 
for the next few cars. 

In addition to Sir .\rthur's address; 
the Convocation was marked by a fore- 
touch of the coming Centennial Celebra- 
tion in the introduction of Mr. Harold 
E. Key's new song ; "The Fouiulcr's Fes- 
,.tival" which,- sung by a chorus nf 
'fcmaCc voices, made a distinct impres- 
sion. It is a haunting thing, a little so- 
lemn, perhaps, for'our idea of a college 
.«■ong ; but none the less appropriate to 
the circumstances in which it will be 
u*.?d so widely this fall. Ithas been in- 
corporated in .the new .Song-Book^ and 
is destined long to live.

We 
had hoped to be able to run it in full in 
tl;!s issiK'. because the thoughts it con- 
taiv'^ would surely be nf value to all 
rcador.'î. Tlic material points were as 
folic W.S : • 

'Fonn'Icr's Day this year is of especial 
significance. Firstly, it honours^ the mem- 
ory of a great Scotsman to whom we 
owe the origin of our .Mma Mater; sc- 
cnrdly it marks the granting of an Im- 
perial charter that raises McGill above 
local and party influence; thirdly it 
ccmpletcA a century wliich lias seen 
nrc-c progress than any other one 
Inmdxcd years in history. 

It must be a day nf appreciation, and 
of gratitude for the wonderful things we 
inherit from the centuries that have roll- 
ed before us, and from the beings who 
liavc built up the huge motnilains of 
thought!*, ideals, standards and traditions 
that pres^s- upon our lives. We cannot es- 
timate the heritage tlrat is ours wherein 
we .«.a^w wliat others have reaped ; it is 
too impre-wive. We have, unfortunately, 
forgotten too much of their labours; it 
is only by keener appreciation of them 
that we can undertake our work witli 
any hope of .success neglecting to take 
advantage of accumulated power, ' we 
are snre to fail of achievement. 

It must be a day of careful examina- 
tion into the purpose of education: Why 
are wc here? Purpose in the present is 
as important as appreciation for the 
psEit. Education originally was ornamen- 
tal decorative. To this era belong the 
"finishing schools'* for young 'women 
and the "polishing acadaniics" for young 
men. Now education luidoubtedly docs 

The wider conception of education 
will inii)rcs5S stiidcnts with an ideal tliat 
will produce the finest type of men. This 
is the creative ideal which makes of men 
hot n^re mirrors, not encyclopaedias, 
but storage batteries -of energy, which 
develops a deeper thing than the mere 
possession of knowledge, which creates 
jiew desires, broadens the vision, enlarges 
the mind, gives indépendance to tViought 
and resolution to will, creation being un- 
densitood as development and education 
as its human analogue. Men come to 
college to discover truth, and truth is 
vaster tban knowledge. When cihu-atioii 
is finished, men will Be the truth. In the 
acquisitioti of education, a man cannot 
always sitop to a.sk himself if such-ai^d- 
stich will be useful in after life. He 
mu«t rather use all 1ms latent power to 
develop latent po^vers and resources of a 
more uni\-ersal diaracter. He must use 
all the privifege.s and .opportunities of 
Vollexe life to enrich the. nsr^^'wlftv 



grow into the largest, finiest, tnicst, 
wisest kind of man; and then lo go out 
with a solcnni sense of responsibility .mil 
to s|»cn(l Ivinisclf in service. He will ilun 
be a blazer of new trails; men will listen 
because there is a new note in his 
speech, he will be a new man, created by 
the process of education for the service 
of humanity. Idealism in tlic various 
branchw O'i education lias always shown 
its value. Investigators and creators in 
the scientific wonld, inspired not by 
thirst for gain but by the desire to con- 
tribute to the happiness of the race, have 
advanced us to where we now stand. 
The same is true in medicine and law. 
There is no ideal comparable to this one 
"f training men to create, to develop new 
things, to enrich the S'tock of the world 
and to add to the growing stock of the 
world's possessions. 

This day must be one of insinring 
challenge. The world asks for leadership. 
Tre people will alwas stand behind those 
c;ipable of being leaders. The leaders arc 
all-important. We hold in trust the trea- 
sures of the post. To our studies we bend 
ourselves with one supreme purjiose, but 
that wc may serve and bring happiness. 
l-"vcn in your profe.sfiion, keep alert for 
the general good of the people, enlarge 
your vision, keep wide your sympathies. 
Specialists are necessary, but do not let 
yourself become narrowed by your spe- 
cialty. University life aif fords contacts of 
al! kinds. Make use of them. They will 
help make you broad, vivified, human. 

The future is vours as well as the 
past. Founder's Day calls upon you to 
be worthy of your heritage, to make 
gciod use of your privileges, to make rea- 
dy for the coming day and "To go 
forth as hosts of the living God, and 
conquer the earth for your King." 



NEW COURSE OF LECTURES. 

(lay. However, a very important point 
has been raised by constitutional experts 
who doubt very much if the Dominion 
parliament bas power to pass any laws 
regulating tlic hours of labor or whether 
that power lias licen delegated to the 
provinces. In discussing the lawmaking 
power of the two sets of govcmnicnls 
the lecturer will also give an exposition 
of such problems as the enforcement of 
the minimum wage, conciliation between 
the employer and the employed and un- 
employment insurance. 

The \'arious proposals for changes in 
the form of government will be given a 
certain amount of time, with such sug 
gestions as initiative, referendum and 
recall and the other proposals of the 
farmers' and progressive parties coming 
in for an amount of attention deserving 
from the point of view of their impor- 
tance as controversial topics. 

The reasons for the growth of the 
parties in Canada will be given from a 
historical point of view and the main 
planks in their platform during the past, 
as well as at the present time, explained. 
The .political theories will also be dealt 
with from the historical viewpoint .show- 
ing bow the present parties arc connect- 
ed with the alternative theories. Sov- 
rrlgnly and the general duties of citizen- 
ship will he some of the points to bee 
brought out in the concluding lectures. 

In giving the lectures on politics the 
lecturers wish it to be imdersood that 
tbey will carefully refrain from faking 
partizaii attitudes on controversial cpirs- 
finn. Their plan is to present both sides 
of the questions and allow their 'hearers 
to judge for themselves about the good 
or bad points in the proposals put for- 
ward. 

The Irclurcs are arousing a great 
amount of interest, especially as they are 
taking place at a' time when public in- 
terest is engrossed with politics owing 
to the Dominion elections which arc 
close nt hand. About fifteen addres!>es 
will be given in all and they will take 
place at .S.-TO o'clock in the afternoon so 
that the hour is convenient for both the 
students and the general public. A nomi- 
nal charge is made in order to keep track 
of the number who take interest in the 
course but no attendance will be taken 
nor examinations set on the course.
